1. — Services  provided  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council: — 

(a)  At  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  Quarella  Road, 
Bridgend,  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend  700),  the  following 
services  are  provided: — 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Home  Nursing, 
Home  Help,  School  Medical  and  Health  Visiting. 
These  services  are  administered  by  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer. 

(b)  Mental  Health  Service: — 

The  duties  of  the  duly  authorised  officer  in  your 
area  are  carried  out  by  Mr.  D.  Mahoney,  29,  Tan- 
yrallt  Avenue,  Bridgend. 

(c)  Ambulance  Service: — 

The  Ambulance  Station  for  your  area  is  situated 
at  Oak  Street,  Aberkenfig  (Tel.  No.  Aberkenfig 
303). 

(d)  Welfare  Service: — 

The  local  office  for  this  service  is  at  the  Divisional 
Health  Office,  Quarella  Road,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No. 
Bridgend  1456).  Officers  of  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment are  available  to  offer  assistance  and  advice 
to  those  in  need  of  hostel  accomodation,  the  bhnd 
and  the  handicapped.

3. — Services  provided  by  Government  Depar'tments : — 

The  local  offices  of  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance, 
the  National  Assistance  Board  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
and  National  Service  are  now  housed  in  one  recently 
erected  modern  building  in  Angel  Street,  Bridgend  (Tel 
No.  Bridgend  1440 — 5). 

Cases  in  receipt  of  benefit  referred  by  the  Ministry  of 
National  Insurance  to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  are 
examined  by  their  Divisional  Medical  Officer  at  the  Chest 
Uinic,  Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend.  Medical  Boards  for 
the  examination  of  claimants  to  disablement  benefits  under 
the  National  Industrial  Injury  Act,  are  held  each  Wednes- 
day m the  Clinic,  Glanogwr,  Bridgend 
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4,  — General  Practitioner  Services: — 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  Glamorgan  Executive 
Council,  47,  Park  Place,  Cardiff.  (Tel.:  Cardiff  26216). 

At  the  request  of  the  local  general  Practitioners,  a 
ground  floor  flat  was  adapted  as  surgery  premises  for  their 
use  on  the  West  House  Housing  Site.  This  has  been  of  great 
benefit  to  the  tenants  on  the  site,  as  surgery  facilities  are 
now  within  easy  access. 

An  adjoining  flat  was  similarly  adapted  for  the  use  of 
clinic  premises  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

5.  — Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  relating  to 
water,  milk  and  ice  cream  are  carried  out  for  your  area  by 
the  (jlamorgan  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  The 
Parade,  Cardiff. 


6.  — Care  of  the  Aged. 

During  the  year  the  Old  Peoples’  Hall  at  Angel  Street, 
Bridgend  , was  completed  at  a cost  of  approximately 
£8,000. 

On  completion,  this  Hall  was  handed  over  to  the 
Bridgend  Old  Peoples’  Welfare  Committee,  who  will  be 
responsible  for  bearing  the  day  to  day  running  costs,  the 
Council  being  responsible  for  the  loan  charges  on  the  build- 
ing and  for  the  payment  of  an  honorarian  to  the  secretary. 

To  assist  the  Council  to  erect  this  building  a grant  of 
£1,500  was  received  from  the  Council  of  Social  Service  for 
South  Wales  and  Monmouth  and  a contribution  of  £200 
from  the  O.A.P.  Welfare  Committee. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Council  continued  to  provide 
at  their  Civic  Restaurant,  lunches  for  old  age  pensioners  at 
a reduced  cost.  This  facility  is  of  particular  benefit  to  aged 
persons  living  on  their  own,  who  are  thus  able  to  have  at 
least  one  good  meal  a day. 

7.  — National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

(a)  Section  50 — BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD 

During  the  year  the  cost  of  burying  one  person  was 
accepted  by  your  CJouncil.  The  total  amount  expended  under 
this  section  of  the  Act  was  £17  3 6d. 


(b)  REMOVAL  TO  SUITABLE  PREMISES  OF  PERSONS 
IN  NEED  OF  CARE  AND  ATTENTION 


No  action  was  necessary  under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act.  Six  persons,  however,  were  found 
to  be  in  need  of  medical  care  and  attention  and  were  per- 
suaded to  enter  hospital  or  hostels. 

The  care  of  the  aged  continues  to  be  one  of  the  major 
problems  for  the  community.  In  my  dealings  with  them,  I 
must  confess  that  I do  admire  and  appreciate  their  desire 
to  maintain  as  long  as  possible  their  own  independence  and 
the  way  of  life  that  has  been  theirs  for  many  years. 


Their  standard  of  hygiene  may  often  not  be  all  that  is 
desired  but  I feel  sure  that  the  inward  happiness  that  is 
theirs  in  their  own  home  surrounded  by  their  personal  pos- 
sessions is  a feature  that  is  worth  protecting  in  spite  of 
occasional  risks  and  administrative  difficulties. 


The  present  policy  of  the  Council  in  building  more 
bungalows  for  aged  persons  is  a move  in  the  right 
direction,  for  moving  into  an  Aged  Persons’  Home, 
excellent  though  they  may  be,  is  not  readily  acceptable  by 
the  majority  of  old  people. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  home  and  clinic 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh 
Trail,  Chest  Physician,  Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend. 
(Tel  No.  Bridgend  345).  In  this  work.  Dr.  Trail  is  assisted 
by  an  assistant  Chest  Physician.  The  Chest  Physicians  are 
also  responsible  for  the  medical  treatment  of  the  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation 
Hospital. 
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The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  your  area 
remains  somewhat  stationary. 

This  is  similar  to  the  trend  nationally  where  the  inci- 
dence of  the  disease  continues  to  remain  high  although 
the  death  rate  is  rapidly  falling,  but  it  should  be  noted  that 
cases  are  now  ocurring  far  more  frequently  in  the  higher 
age  groups,  i.e.,  35  years  and  over.  The  occurrence  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  continues  to  remain  low  tmd  no 
deaths  occurred. 

Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  usually  of  bovine 
origin  and  was  very  commonly  caused  by  the  drinking  of 
contaminated  milk.  There  is  no  doubt  that  recent  milk 
regulations,  and  particularly  the  greater  use  of  pasteurised 
milk  has  been  responsible  for  this  fall. 

The  “Captain  of  the  Men  of  Death”  no  longer  holds 
his  rank — ^prevention,  however,  continues  to  be  the  key  to 
eradicating  the  disease.  Methods  for  the  detection  of  the 
individual  cases  will  have  to  be  intensified  and  for  this  the 
co-operation  of  the  public  will  be  required.  Greater  use 
of  the  tuberculin  tests  will  be  necessary  and  special  atten- 
tion paid  to  the  older  sections  of  the  community,  many  of 
whom,  unknowingly,  are  chronic  carriers  of  the  tubercule 
bacilli.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 
1. — Water  Supply. 

The  whole  of  the  water  supply  in  the  Town  is  supplied 
direct  to  the  consumer  by  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Wader  Board. 
Your  Council  is  not  a constituent  member  of  the  Board 
and  has  no  representation  on  that  body. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  two  sources  (a)  an  under- 
ground stream  at  Schwyll  and  (b)  the  gathering  ground 
at  Dimbath. 

(a)  Schwyll.  This  supply  is  plentiful,  and  there  is  no 
danger  of  shortage.  The  only  objection  to  this  supply  is 
its  hardness.  The  water  is  treated  by  chlorination. 
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(b)  Dimbath.  This  water  comes  from  the  upland 
gathering  ground  near  Blackmill,  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw 
District.  This  water  is  filtered,  and  has  the  advantage 
of  being  a soft  water.  Nearly  400,000  gallons  of  water  pass 
through  these  filters  daily. 

No.  of  houses  without  a piped  water  supply — Nil. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  no  new 
sources  of  supply. 

2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Town  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  but  owing  to  the 
recent  building  schemes  in  your  area,  and  certain  parts 
of  the  Penybont  Rural  District,  your  sewers  are  now  almost 
at  maximum  capacity.  The  sewage  from  the  Town  enters 
the  main  sewer  of  the  Penybont  Main  Sewerage  Board, 
which  finally  discharges  into  the  sea  at  Ogmore-by-Sea. 
Your  Council  is  a member  of  this  Board. 

This  main  sewer  is  in  bad  condition,  is  too  small  in 
capacity  and  needs  complete  renewing. 

For  several  years  the  renewing  of  this  Main  Sewer 
has  been  under  consideration,  and  a detailed  Scheme  has 
now  been  prepared  which  costs  in  the  region  of  £400,000. 

One  of  the  main  obstacles  that  has  to  be  overcome 
before  work  can  commence  is  a High  Court  Injunction 
against  the  Board  prohibiting  the  discharge  of  sewage  into 
the  river  Ogmore.  This  injunction  virtually  prohibits  the 
normal  practice  of  installing  storm  water  overflows  which 
operate  during  periods  of  flood,  and  results  in  any  alterna- 
tive schemes  being  too  costly. 

As  in  previous  years  during  the  month  of  August 
several  complaints  were  received  from  holiday  makers  of 
the  heavy  pollution  by  sewage  of  the  sea  at  Ogmore-by-Sea. 

During  the  summer  months,  an  epidemic  of  Poliomye- 
litis occurred  in  this  country  and  there  was  much  publicity 
in  the  press  and  a great  deal  of  public  alarm  centred  over 
the  possibility  of  Poliomyelitis  being  spread  by  polluted 
sea  water.  The  heavy  pollution  at  Ogmore-by-Sea  was 
subject  to  that  publicity.  Although  theoretically,  the  slender 
p^ibility  might  exist,  there  is  virtually  no  evidence  that 
this  disease  is  spread  by  sea  bathing  whether  the  water 
IS  polluted  or  not.  It  must,  however,  be  remembered  that 
there  is  ample  evidence  that  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers 
can  and  do  result  from  the  sewage  pollution  of  our  coastal 
waters  and  there  is  a possible  danger  that  those  holidav 
makers  so  infected  may  on  returning  home  spread  the 
disease  in  the  large  towns. 
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3. — Closet  Accommoda'tion

4.  — Public  Cleansing 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff 
under  the  direction  of  the  Surveyor, 

Refuse  and  street  sweepings  are  collected  daily  in  the 
town  area,  and  twice  weekly  in  the  remainder  of  the  district. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  by  controlled  tippings  in  a dis- 
used quarry  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  town. 

The  tip  is  carefuly  controlled  and  sealed  every  night. 

This  work  is  carried  out  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of 
the  Department. 

5.  — Cesspools. 

The  cleansing  of  the  cesspools  is  carried  out,  free 
of  charge,  by  the  Council’s  staff  at  the  request  of  the 
tenants. 

6.  — Public  Conveniences. 

The  Council  continues  to  be  very  concerned  over  the 
lack  of  adequate  public  conveniences  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
’bus  station. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA, 

1.  — Shops. 

340  visits  were  paid  by  your  Inspectors  to  various 
^ops  in  the  area  and  improvements  were  carried  out  in 
6 instances. 

2.  — Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Atmospheric  pollution  is  not  an  acute  problem  in  your 
area  and  no  action  was  necessary.  The  only  area  liable 
to  dust  nuisance  is  in  the  vicinity  of  the  railway  station 
and  the  complete  removal  of  this  nuisance  is  unlikely  to 
occur  until  steam  engines  have  been  re-placed  by  deisel 
engines. 
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3. — Swininniing  Baths  and  Pools. 

A public  Open-air  Swimming  Bath  was  opened  in  May, 
1938.  The  cost  was  £6,600.  The  capacity  of  the  bath  is 
186,000  gallons.  A filtration  plant  is  installed,  and  has  a 
six  hour  turn  over.  The  water  is  first  filtered,  then  chlorin- 
ated, then  aerated,  and  returned  to  the  bath. 

The  swimming  Bath  was  regularly  inspected  and  16 
samples  of  water  were  taken  for  examination.  On  all 
occasions  the  samples  of  water  were  found  to  be  satisfac- 
tory. 

There  are  no  private  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 


4.  — Disinfestation. 

No  complaint  of  the  presence  of  bed  bugs  were  received 
but  6 minor  infestations  by  cockroaches  and  ants  were 
reported. 

5.  — Rodent  Control. 

The  cost  of  this  service,  to  the  Council,  is  subject  to 
50  per  cent  grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries. 

A full-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council 
for  the  destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  district.  All  liie 
complaints  from  private  and  business  premises  were 
attended  to,  the  treatment  being  carried  out  free  of  charge 
in  private  premises  but  the  cost  of  treatment  at  business 
and  commercial  premises  was  recovered.

As  directed  by  the  Divisional  Office  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  during  the  year,  two  maintenance 
treatments  in  sewers  were  carried  out  in  your  district. 

In  connection  with  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949,  Mr.  Manley,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 
reports  that  all  the  infestations  of  rats  and  mice  were  of 
a minor  nature. 
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In  accordance  wrtih  Article  ‘2H  (Section  18)  of  it(he  Sanitary  OflScers’  Order  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  the

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  6th  July,  1957 
and  folows  upon  the  Rent  and  Repairs  Act  of  1954.  The 
Act  has  two  purposes  in  that  it  frees  from  rent  control 
houses  (including  flats)  above  certain  levels  of  rateable 
value  and  secondly  allows  limited  increases  in  rents  of 
houses  still  under  control.  Opportunity  is  given  tenants 
upon  whom  increases  of  rent  have  been  imposed,  of  obtain- 
ing general  repairs  sometimes  outside  the  purview  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts. 

Twelve  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
made,  all  of  which  were  granted.

Moveable  Dwellings. 

No  applications  for  licences  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  for  the  erection  and  use  of  moveable  dwellings — 
trailer  caravan  were  received. 

Allocation  of  Council  Houses. 

As  in  the  previous  year  your  Public  Health  Inspectors 
again  und^ook  the  onerous  task  of  interviewing,  checking 
and  pointing  the  applications  for  Council  accommodation 
and  investigating  requests  for  transfers. 
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The  correlating  of  facts  and  the  presenting  of  reports 
to  the  Housing  Committee  required  a great  deal  of  time 
and  patience,  and  this  duty  has  become  one  of  the  major 
functions  of  the  Health  Department. 

The  satisfactory  building  programme  of  the  Council 
during  the  past  years  has  resulted  in  the  easing  of  the 
housing  problem  in  the  area. 

One  of  the  main  complaints  with  many  of  the  appli- 
cants is  that  the  premises  they  occupy  lacks  modem 
amenities.  It  is  therefore,  felt  that  is  it  much  wiser  for 
the  older  t3rpe  of  private  house  to  be  occupied  by  an  owner 
occupier  who  will  provide  these  amenities  with  the  assis- 
tance of  an  Improvement  Grant. 

All  medical  certificates  submitted  were  examined  by 
me  but  few  only  were  considered  to  indicate  a severe 
medical  condition  which  warranted  my  requesting  the 
Housing  Committee  to  grant  urgent  medical  priority. 

I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Housing  Committee  for  their  co-operation  in  connection 
with  the  medical  cases  submitted.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


A study  of  the  figures  of  notifiable  diseases  shows 
that  this  year  the  incidence  of  measles  was  high.  As  very 
little  can  be  done  to  control  the  spread  of  this  disease  and 
complications  are  a rare  occurence,  it  is  sometimes  felt 
that  there  are  grounds  for  ceasing  to  have  this  disease 
statutorily  notifiable. 

An  outbreak  of  poliom3relitis  occurred  in  the  country 
during  1957,  but  fortunately,  few  cases  occurred  in  your 
area. 

Of  the  three  cases  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  notified 
two  were  mild  and  one  severe.  All  recovered  but  unforun- 
ately  the  severe  case  was  left  with  a serious  permanent 
disability. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  much  public  alarm  is 
created  by  press  headlines  when  cases  of  this  disease  ocurr 
in  an  area  and  it  is  desirable  that  greater  publicity  should 
be  given  to  the  fact  that  many  suffer  from  the  disease 
without  being  aware  of  the  fact  and  that  only  a very  small 
minority  of  cases  have  permanent  muscle  damage. 

The  discovery  of  an  Anti-Polio  vaccine  has  been  a 
great  satisfaction  to  all  those  engaged  in  preventive 
medicine  as  very  little  was  known  of  the  exact  causes  of 
outbreaks  of  this  disease  and  the  measures  required  to 
prevent  spread. 

It  is  now  be  hoped  that  the  dramatic  results  achieved 
by  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme  will  be  repeated 
with  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Scheme. 

As  was  forecast  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  wave 
of  Influenza  from  the  Far  East  spread  to  this  country 
during  the  Autumn. 

An  epidemic  occurred  in  your  area  which  commenced 
at  the  beginning  of  September  and  reached  its  peak  by 
the  beginning  of  October  and  then  quickly  subsided.  The 
condition  was  mild  and  the  mortality  rate  low. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
1. — Milk  Supply. 

The  milk  supplies  of  your  area  continue  to  be  of  a high 
standard. 

In  recent  years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
control  of  the  risk  of  conveying  Tuberculosis  to  humans  bv 
milk.

The  main  methods  of  control  are: — 

(a)  Heat  treatment  of  milk. 

(b)  Biological  sampling  of  milk  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

(c)  By  declaring  areas  as  “Specified  Areas”,  where 
milk  sold  must  be  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised 

or  Sterilised.  Your  district  is  within  a “Specified  Area.” 

(d)  By  the  attested  scheme  and  the  Eradication  Plan 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  In  the  attested 
scheme,  free  Tuberculin  Testing  of  the  herd  is 
available.  After  all  the  re-actors  have  been  re- 
moved from  the  herd  and  further  negative  tests 
obtained,  tht  herd  is  declared  an  attested  herd. 

Ool.  Grifiiths,  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer,  informs 
me  that  in  1919  there  were  only  199  attested  herds  in 
Glamorgan,  i.e.  7.9  per  cent,  of  the  herds,  but  at  the  end 
of  1957,  this  figure  had  been  increased  to  2,232  herds,  i.e. 
67  per  cent,  of  the  herds.  As  proof  of  the  progress  that  has 
been  made  in  the  eradication  of  Tuberculosis  in  cattle,  he 
also  informs  me  that  in  1939,  299  clinical  cases  of  Tuber- 
culosis in  cattle  were  detected  and  the  animals  slaughtered, 
whereas  in  1957,  the  figure  was  only  18. 

Where  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  cattle  is  low,  the 
Ministry  may  declare  the  area  an  “Eradication  Plan  Area.” 
All  farmers  within  that  area  are  given  two  years  notice 
that  their  herds  can  be  Tuberculin  Tested  free,  but  after 
that  period  Tuberculin  Testing  becomes  compiilsory  and 
any  re-actors  will  be  sent  for  slaughter.  It  is  the  intention 
of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  to 
declar  the  County  of  Glamorgan  an  Eradication  Area  on 
March  1st,  1959. 

If  the  progress  of  the  past  decade  is  maintained  in  the 
future,  the  eradication  of  tubercle  in  cattle  should  soon  be 
accomplished,  and  it  will  then  be  necessary  to  adopt 
preventive  measures  to  avoid  the  cattle  contracting  the 
disease  from  human  sources.  This  has  already  happened 
in  certain  ares  in  the  Scandinavian  countries. 

There  are  17  distributors  and  dairy  premises  registered 
in  your  area,  and  the  various  licences  granted  by  your

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The  dairies  are  regularly  inspected  and  when  required, 
samples  of  milk  are  sent  for  examination  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory. 

As  your  district  is  included  in  a Specified  Area,  the 
need  for  sampling  milk  has  become  less. 

Two  samples  of  T.T  Pasteurised  and  one  sample  of 
Pasteurised  milk  were  sent  for  examination.  All  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 


Five  samples  of  milk  were  also  examined  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  All  were  free  from  the  Tubercle 
Bacillus,  but  one  gave  a positive  result  to  Brucella  Abortus 
to  a titre  of  1/500.  Although  the  bulk  of  this  T.T.  supply 
was  being  sent  for  pasteurisation,  a small  quantity  was 
retailed  in  a raw  state.  It  therefore  was  necessary  for  me 
to  issue  a Notice  prohibiting  the  retailing  of  milk  from  this 
source  and  to  advise  that  the  whole  supply  be  pasteurised. 

The  facts  were  reported  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary 
Officer  and  folloAving  his  detailed  investigation,  I was  able 
to  withdraw  the  certificate  issued. 


I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  appreciation  of  the  helpful  assistance  I always  receive 
from  Hie  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  when  public  health 
problems  involving  animal  health  matters  occur. 


3. — Ice  Cream. 


The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  which 
came  into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1947,  prescribe  the  methods 
by  which  ice-cream  shall  be  manufactured.  Three  premises 
in  the  town  are  registered  for  the  manufacture,  storage 
and  sale  of  ice-cream,  and  thirty-two  for  the  sale  and 
storage  of  ice-cream. 


3. — Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 


Your  inspectors  regularly  visited  food  shops  in  the 
area  to  insure  that  the  handling  and  distribution  of  food 
was  carried  out  hygienically  and  that  premises  and 
equipment  conformed  with  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations. 
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4. — Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  submitted,  the  number 
of  animals  slaughtered  was  higher  than  ever  before. 

All  the  major  improvements  of  recent  years  have 
resulted  in  a marked  improvement  in  the  working 
conditions  in  the  slaughterhouse.  The  water  pressure, 
however,  is  still  inadequate  for  all  the  necessary  purposes. 
As  a temporary  expedient  water  is  pumped  from  the  river 
Ogmore  and  is  used  to  wash  down  selected  areas  of  the 
slaughterhouse. 

This  slaughterhouse  caters  not  only  for  Bridgend  but 
also  for  the  greater  part  of  Penybont  and  the  Porthcawl 
districts. 

As  in  previous  years,  a 100  per  cent,  meat  inspection 
service  was  provided. 

There  are  no  private  slaughterhouses  within  your 
district.

This  report  is  presented  during  a period  when  there 
are  added  anxieties  in  connection  with  the  health  of  the 
community.  Happily,  we  can  record  that  the  food  supplies, 
water  supplies  and  sewerage  arrangements  are  satisfactory 
according  to  old  standards.  Most  of  the  killing  diseases  of 
the  past  are  well  under  control  but  problems  such  as  the 
present  high  incidence  of  coronary  disease,  cancer  and 
mental  diseases  are  problems  that  require  solving. 

In  recent  years,  science  has  made  gigantic  strides  f or 
the  benefit  of  humanity. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  last  century  a poet  wrote, 
“true  it  is  that  nature  hides  her  treasures  less  and  less  man 
now  presides  in  power  where  once  he  trembled  in  his 
weakness,”  that  is  truer  today  than  it  was  then. 
Unfortunately,  this  progress  has  produced  “arrows  that 
fly  by  night” — ^we  do  not  yet  know  with  certainty  what  the 
effect  of  radiation,  petrol  fumes  and  food  additives,  etc., 
will  be  on  this  and  future  generations. 


In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  to  the  Council 
my  appreciation  of  the  interest  shown  by  the  Members  in 
matters  affecting  Public  Health  and  to  thank  Dr.  Kathleen 
Davies  and  Dr.  B.  T.  Jones  for  deputising  for  me  when 
required.
